”” ~ H£ WAR AND BLA VEBY. 

We have no change to report of the moral 
position of the Federal Government in respect 
to slavery. As the beginning of J nly left os, 
so the beginning of August finds us. We 
ore still treading tho unsteady billows of 
events, and walking amid the flitting shadows 
of doubt and uncertainty. Aside from the 
mere compelling obcdicnco to the luws, no 
high and inflexible principle or public policy 
bos been announced by tho Government.— 
From present appearances, nothing is con¬ 
templated bat the restoration of tho country 
to the same condition in which rebellion and 
bloodshed found ii, leaving the elements of 
mischief to rc|rcat, under more favorable cir¬ 
cumstances, the atrocities aud crimes by which 
the country is now afflicted. Thus fur we arc 
contcnliog ourselves with trimming off tiic 
leaves and branches, and leaving tho trunk 
and routs of rebelliou firmly fixid in the soil, 
ready to gather new sap, and to sprout forth 
agaiu with renewed vigor. The great army of 
tho North bus moved ioto Kuidcrn Virginia, 
and the Federal arms have been victorious in 
Western Virginia; but no moral pi ogress yet 
marks the career of the Federal Government. 
Tho political horizon is scanned with breath¬ 
less suspense. Those amongst us who believe 
that freedom is always right and best, aud that 
slavery is always wrong and worst, watch and 
wait with longing hearts to see the Govern¬ 
ment stumble upon the only true and sound 
policy suggested and required by the crisis— 
That policy is nothing more nor left* tlinn the 
complete and unalterable abolition of slavery, 
the known cause of all our present national 
troubles. Hut thus far wc hovo watched aud 
wailed in vain. When Coogress voted upon 
the resolution of Mr. Lovkjoy, declining the 
recapture of runaway slaves no part of the 
present business of our army, we seemed on 
the verge of the right path ; but when the 
Government decided that no more slav«s 
should be allowed within the lines of our army, 
and that none should follow our soldiers, the 
los 4 was greater than tho gain. This dceUioo 
evades, ignores the real issue. The Govern¬ 
ment, in taking it, has settled nothing, but its 
own mornl cowardice and insufficiency. In 
ibis, however, the Government but reflects the 
mind of the people. 


Self-deception is a chronic disease of the 
American mind and character. The rrooked 
way i-, ever preferred to the straight in nil 
oar mental processes, and in ail our studied 
actions. We arc masters in the art of sub¬ 
stituting a pleasant falsehood for no ugly and 
disagreeable truth, and of clinging to a fas¬ 
cinating delusion while rejecting a palpable 
reulity. Every reflecting man knows, and 
knows full well, that the real source and cen¬ 
tra oi tho treason, rebellion and bloodshed 
under which the country is now staggering as 
if to its fall, is slavery. Every one knows 
that Ibis is a slaveholder's rebellion, and noth¬ 
ing else. Every one knows that here is the 
8onrcc of its power, the fountain of its mo¬ 
tives, aud the explanation of its purposes ; 
that tho meas ircloss enormity of rebellion and 
treason can be traced to no other parcut&ge 
than that of the Aincricao slaro system.— 
Neither merchants, manufacturers, lawyers, 
mechanics or laborers, whatever might have 
been their hardships, would have turned from 
tho peaceful met bods of the ballot box, to 
the deadly one of the cartridge box, to redress 
their wrongs, real or fancied. Neither of 
these clashes have posseted the ability, tho 
temptation or the disposition to perpetrate 
such a crime. The peril nod misfortune of 
the country has been tho existence among us 
of a privileged class of irresponsible despots, 
authorized tyrants and blood-suckers, who 
fatten upon the negro's flesh, and draw politi¬ 
cal power and conscqnenco from their legal¬ 
ized crimes, rather than from their virtues.— 
Such a body nra the slaveholders. Proud, 
grasping, ambitious, nuiscd iu lies odU cruelty, 
these men arc fitted for their present infernal 
woik. Feeble at the beginning, tolerated a» 
a necessity rather than as aright, regarded os 
a trunscient evil by the fathciA of the Govern¬ 
ment, destined soon to pn«s away, something 
entirely extraneous to, and inconsistent with 
the constructive elements of American institu¬ 
tions—slavery, through various phases, but by 
regular processes of development, of repeated 
disturbances, and of multiplied compromises, 
has naturally reached the point at which wc 
now see it, full of wrath and fury, coveting 
the lund with n mantle of fire and blood. Wc 
nil sec it and feel it No body doubts it, and 
every body believes it; and yet the Govern¬ 
ment and people, owing to their chronic self- 
deception, their cowardly spirit and want of 
fixed principle, aro practicully rejecting what 
they know to bo true, and accepting what 
they know to be false. 

In the late Message of oar honest Presi¬ 
dent, which purports to give an honest history 
of oar present difficulties, no mention i-, at all, 
made of slavery. Any one reading that doc¬ 
ument, with do previous knowledge of the 
United States, would never dream from any 
thing there written that wc have a slavehoUl 
ing war waged upon the Government, deter¬ 
mined to overthrow it, or so to reconstruct it 
as to make it the instrument of extending the 
slave system and enlarging its powers; while 


ull here know that that is the vital and an 
mating motive of the rebellion. The procla¬ 
mation goes forth at the head of all oar armies, 
assuring the slaveholding rebels that slavery 
shall receive no detriment from our arms — 
While fugitive slaves are not scot back just 
now to known rebels, the inducement is held 
out to all loyal slaveholders that they shall ^ 
have their elaves sent back to them. • While 
the slaveholders do not scraplo to employ 
their slaves in the work of rebellion against 
tho Government, our rulers at Washington 
steadily refuse to accept the aid of freo color¬ 
ed citizens in defence of the Government— 
Thus do wc belie and reject the issue present¬ 
ed to us in this contest. Thus do we refuse 
to sec even what it is impossible to hide from 
ourselves, that slavery is the cause of tho war, 
and that its abolition is tho true and only 
remedy for the war, and that all other reme¬ 
dies ure but patch work, putting new wino 
ioto old bottles, and new cloth in old gar¬ 
ments, and thus making the rent worse than 
before. Up to this lime, slavery has lost 
nothing in poiotuf doctrine, or principle, by 
tho war, and no principio has been laid down 
by the Government which can necessarily givo 
tho soal-drivcrs of the South the least possi¬ 
ble alarm for tho safety of slavery. Tho im¬ 
pression which our Government seeks tomako 
upon tho slaveholders sccim to bo that sla¬ 
very is safer in, than out of the Union. 

The only circumstance which has thus far 
transpired, indicating an anti-slavery tendency 
on the part of the Government, was the ap¬ 
proval of the aclion or Gen. 1!uti.kr in treat¬ 
ing slaves os contraband of war. Dot even 
this was but a temporary arrangement, and 
was carefully left open to ttio most sudden 
reversal. The Anal disposition of thoso al¬ 
ready within the lines of the Federal army is 
even yet a matter of painful uncertainty.— 
They may even yet bo banded over to tho 
tender mercies of tho cruel taskmaitcrs from 
whom they escaped, or in some way bo made 
un clement in a trumped op paper settlement 
of tho contest between the Government and 
the rebels. 

From every view we havo been able to get 
of tho conflict through all the debates in 
Congress, the proclamations of Generals, and 
over all the smoke and fire of tho battle field, 
wc ecc the dark shadow of Compromise-tho 
outlines of a new bargain-by which tho 
slaveholders, though whipt, shall not be bum¬ 
bled, aud though criminals of the deepest die, 
shall yet bold up their heads as freo citixeos 
aod as boncut mco. Wc arc doing now all 
that wo coc to whip them without offending 
their tastes or injuring their interests. His¬ 
tory will, wc think, set this down as the most 
amiable and forbearing Government ever as¬ 
saulted hy the sword of treason and rebel¬ 
lion. Wc will not consent to the employment 
of negroes or Indians in our army. That 
would offend the prejudices of our Southern 
traitors, aod exalt these proscribed races to 
the dignity of citizenship, and might possibly

4 and our posterity,* yet from the foundation 
of the government to the present time, the 
free people of color have been m. Ilreatcd nnd 
scorned, «t the North us well ns the South, 
and their enslaved brethren inhumanly peeled 
and gouded at the South, aided in the inhu¬ 
manity by the North. 

The North has joined hands with the South 
in oppressing the colored in:m throughout the 
whole country. Kxalting in their own free¬ 
dom, the white inhabitants ol 1 his country 
have trampled upon the rights of the poor 
and the needy, nnd practically given the lie 
to the principle of equality engraven upon 
the comer stone of our political edifice. The 
world has been witness of this, and the ene¬ 
mies of n Republican government have taunt¬ 
ed us with our hypocrisy or indiflcn-ucc * to 
the opinion of inaukiiid. Professing to he a 
Christian nation, the people—-we allude to 
the musses—have set at naught the precepts 
ot Christianity, in their treatment of their 
colored brethren, forgotten the exhortations 
of God, nnd unheeded llis warnings, until 
the patience of the Father of All appears t«. 
have been exhausted, aud He has come out 
against us in judgment His voice to the 
American people is this : 

4 These things hnnt thou done—and T kopt silence; 
Thou thoiightisi that I was altogether such un 
one un thyself: 

llut I will reprove thee, and set them in order 
before thine eyes. 

Norv consider this, je that forget God, 

Lest I tear you in peaces, and there bo none to 
deliver !’ 

Who is so blind os not to fcc that the Al-i 
mighty has a controversy with this nation ; 
that notwithstanding the war waged by the 
Booth is a roost unnatural, unprovoked ond 
diabolical war upon the government of the 
United States, the whole country is guilty be¬ 
fore God for nationnl sins, of which the chief 
is slavcholding—a hellish practice connived | 
at by all the States ; and that slavery is the 
cnu-c of the present war. And bow astonish¬ 
ing is it that the people, especially those in 
the free States, do not see and acknowledge 
that there can he no satisfactory or perma¬ 
nent peace between the Southern ond North 
ern people until the cause of the wur—slavery 
—Is removed, nnd thut wc enn have no pcuce 
with the great Ruler of Nations until we re¬ 
pent of the sin ol slaveholding, and the sin of 
trending our ‘neighbors,’ the free people ol 
color, with contumely, disdain and cruelty.— 
How amazing thut the church is so npothctic 
on the subject, thut ministers arc so dumb, 
that the people are so iiHCnsiblc to the re¬ 
bukes of the civilised world, so neglectful of 
the lessons of history and the warnings of 
Scripture, ond so regardless of the retribu¬ 
tive justice of the Almighty. 

Our colored fellow-citizens are here by the 
providence of God, who has styled himself 
the God of the oppressed, declaring that He 
i> no respecter of persons, that |{e will brook 
the rod of the oppressor and lot the or»pre«s- 
*d go free. At the various schemes ot expa¬ 
triation, and at the schemers also, it may be 
•aid : 1 Hu thut wltctb iu the heavens shall 


laugh ; the Lord shall have them in derision.’ 
The colored people must remain here. It is 
•mill plnsieullv und mora ly impossible that 
lour or live millions of our |>cop!c cuu be re¬ 
moved from this land und plunk'd in foreign 
ourts. They ure native Americans, und liuve. 
if there be any diflerence. more nuturul right 
to remain here unmolested and in the pursuit 
of happinc^ than the millions of foreigners, 
who under our benign laws (as it respects 
them) have a peaceful habituncy among us ; 
the country needs their service ; the South 
can hardly do without them ; they love the 
country ot tlnur birth, cruelly and unnaturally 
as it lias treated them ; they prefer to abide 
here, to live and die on their nntivo soil, and 
their children after them ; nnd here they will 
remain, either us victims of the cupidity and 
tyranny of their more powerful fellow-conn 
try men, or by the blessings of heaven, und 
under the protecting cure of God, as peaceful, 
joint participators of the privileges of a free 
und Christian community—the pride, preju- 
| dice and cruelty of their more favored coun- 
i try men not withstanding. How can it he oth¬ 
erwise 7 If the slaves arc emancipated, nnd 
emancipated they must be ; if kindly nnd just- 
! ly treated ; if paid fuir wages for their ser¬ 
vices ; they will prove valuable, contented, 

| citizens. 

The sooner the whito inhabitants of this 
nation repent of the sins of sluvery and caste, 
aud begin to treat their colored fellow-citi¬ 
zens humanely nnd justly, the better will it 
be for ull concerned. Repentance, followed 
by works meet for repentance, may avert the 
just anger of a holy tied who presides over 
the destinies of men, nnd who requires the 
removal of iniquity, not the removal of inno¬ 
cent suflWcrs. He will bo honored by the 
repentance of the wrong doers, and their hu¬ 
mane nnd Christian treatment of the wronged, 
or He will manifest IIis displeasure with thos>e 
who refuse to do justly nnd love mercy, by 
displays of llis righteous indignation and by 
tcrrblc chastisements. His chnrnctcr, His 
providence, and llis word justify us in coming 
to this conclusion. 

Is not the colored man our brother ? our 
neighbor 7 If, then, we do not love our 
brother whom wo have seen, how can we love 
God whom wc have not seen 7 Our Savior 
declared, 'On these two commandments bang 
all the luw nnd the prophets.’ Let us then 
trent our unoflending colored brother ami 
neighbor as such, or look for the retributive 
justice of Him who hath said : 4 Vengcunco 
is mine ; I will repay, smth the Lord.’ 

Nkws fiiom St. Domfxuo.— The news from 
St. Domingo is important, a bloody reaction 
having taken place against the invasion by 
Spain. According to the Kingston (Jamaica) 
Journal of Juno 8th, Santana has succeeded 
ia establishing a reign of terror in the Repub¬ 
lic, similar io its features to that which pre¬ 
vailed in France during the first revolution. 
A system of the severest espionage has been 
inaugurated, and upon ihc slightest suspicion 
of disaflcclion to the new order of things, 
the police unceremoniously force their way 
into the private dwellings ol the citizens.— 
Numerous citizens have been arrested and 
condemned and shot by Ini’ ordcis In all 
parts ol the country, the Dominicans, roused 
to a sense of the degradation that has bceu 
put upon them, ore rising against the invaders, 
determined to defend their nationality by 
force of arm*. Several conflicts have taken 
place bet ween the Spanish troops nnd the pop- 
uluce, ond much blood was spilled. The 
Spaniards now And the work on their hands 
growing warmer every tluy, and a reinforce¬ 
ment has consequently been called for from 
I’orto Rico. Instead of 10.000 soldiers to 
subjugate the country, they begin to feel that 
20,000 will not be too ninny. Re-ides, dis¬ 
ease has broken out among tho troop?, nnd 
things generally appear to be in a deplorable 
condition. From this the public will see that 
the statements which have been made, to the 
effect that it is the desire of the Dominicans 
thcin?'-lvcs to hove their country rcincorpor- 
»»ed with the Spunish monarchy, are utterly 
false. The |*ople have been most cruelly be- 


trnyed by Santana, and if tho Spanish Gov. 
eminent have a epaik of honorable feeling 
left, they will, upou ascertaining the real atate 
of things, immediately withdraw their troops, 
and leuvr the Dominicans to themselves — 
Meanwhile, the President of ilayti and ti 
widely roused the black population in t 
quarters, and pressed thousands of them to 
lly to the mountains, where they were organ¬ 
ized in bands under Jn. Francois, Riassoo, 
and other chiefs, who soon learned how to di¬ 
rect their energies efficiently.' 

Now, listen I It is very erroneous to sup. 
pose thut, in a sluveholding state of society, 
where the free men of color, all of slave or¬ 
igin, among whom could be found man? Af¬ 
ricans ' tcho were not more contemned by the 
whites than were the lightest mulattoes, * and 
where ' the prejudice against color seemed 
people, feeling their nationality and inde¬ 
pendence threatened by this business, are 
making vigorous preparations for war. 3,500 
citizens of Kingston have signed a memorial 
to Her Majesty, the Queen, on the subject of 
the annexatioa of St. Domingo to Spain.— 
Further advices from the Island will be look¬ 
ed for with deep interest 

DENMARK VESET.

The trial of the conspirators began on 
Wednesday, Juno 10th. At the request of 
the In tend ant, Justices Kennedy and Parker 
summoned five freeholders (Messrs. Drayton, 
Heyward, Pringle, Lcgare, and Turnbull) 
to constitute a court, uuder the provisions of 
the act 4 for the better ordering ond govern¬ 
ing negroes and other slaves.’ The Intendant 
laid the case before them, with a list of pris¬ 
oners and witne&cs. Ry a vote of the Court, 
all spectators were excluded, except the own¬ 
ers and couoscl of the slaves concerned. No 
other colored person was allowed to enter the 
jail, and a strong guard of soldiers was kept 
alwoys on duty arouod the building. Under 
these general arrangement?, the trials pro¬ 
ceeded with elaborate formality, though with 
some variations from ordinary usage—as was, 
indeed, required by the statute. 

For iustuoce, the law provided that the 
testimony or any Indian or slave could be re¬ 
ceived, without oath, against a slave or free 
colored person, although it was not valid, 
even under oath, against a white. Rut it is 
best to quote tbc official language in respect 
to tbc rules adopted.* 1 As the Court had 
been organized under a statute of a peculiar 
and locul character, and intended for the gov. 
ernment of a distinct class of persons iu the 
community, they were bound to conform their 
proceedings to its provisions, which depart in 
many essential features from the principles of 
the Commoo Law and some of tbc settled 
rules of evidence. The Court, however, de¬ 
termined to adopt those rules, whenever they 
were not repugoant to nor expressly excepted 
by that stutute, nor inconsistent with the local 
situation and policy of the State; and laid 
down for their own government the following 
regulations: First, that no slave should bo 
tried except in the presence of his owner or 
his counsel, and that notice should be given 
in every case ot leustonc day before the triul; 
second, that the testimony of one witness, un¬ 
supported by additional evidence or by cir¬ 
cumstances, should lead to r.o conviction of 
a capital nature ; third, that the witnesses 
should be confronted with tho accused and 
with each other in every case, except where 
testimony wus given under a solemn pledge 
that the names of the witness®* should not be 
divulged—as they declared, in some instances, 
that they apprehended being murdered by the 
blacks, ir it was known that they hud volun¬ 
teered their evidence; fourth, that the pris¬ 
oners might be represented by coansel, when¬ 
ever this was requested by the owners of the 
slaves, or by the prisoners themselves, if free; 
fifth, that the statements or defences of the ac¬ 
cused should be heard in every case, and they 
be permitted thctmclvcs to eyainiue any wit¬ 
ness they thought proper.* 

It it singular to observe bow entirely theto 
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
